m ittee of seven representatives,

ed in a resolution Introduced in 
the House today by Victor Ber­ 
ger, the Wisconsin Socialist con­ 
gressman. 
A mass of evidence, 
including scores of affidavits by 
strike leaders, 
accompanied the 
resolution. 
Berger declared that 
American clothing 
is 
manufac­ 
tured under such conditions as 
to endanger the nation’s health, 
being carried on in 
places sat­ 
urated with 
filth 
and 
disease 
germs. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—Bulgarian Pre­ 
mier Daneff today notified the am­ 
bassadors of the powers 
that 
the 
Balkan allies will hold in abeyance 
for three days their determination to 
end the armistice with Turkey. This 
means no fighting this week, as the 
protocol provides for a four 
days’ 
notice. 
A formal notification of the ending 
of the armistice will probably be sus­ 
tained by an ultimatum which Premier 
Daneff Bays the Balkan envoys will 
draft tomorrow. 
The 
new 
arrange­ 
ment will be effective immediately. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 27—Rus­ 
sia plans to take a hand in the Turk­ 
ish situation without waiting for the 
other powers, according 
to 
reports 
that are widely circulated and gener­ 
ally credited Here. 
This 
would in­ 
crease the danger of a general con­ 
flagration. 
The ambassadors of the 
other powers here 
admit their un­ 
easiness. 
Suspicion is growing that Germany 
was responsible for the overthrow of 
the Ktarnal Pasha ministry. This may 
drive Russia to 
immediate 
action. 
Enver Boy was formerly an attache of 
the Ottoman embassy at Berlin and is 
closely connected with 
many 
high 
German counsellors and army officers. 
This, coupled with the fact that Ger­ 
many has agreed to lend the new gov­ 
ernment of Turkey $15,000,000, is re­ 
garded as a partial confirmation that 
Germany is interested in Enver Bey’s 
activities.

He said 
he believes that less than twenty-five 
per cent of the American prostitutes 
would have fallen if they had been 
given an equal chance to remain de­

He blames poverty, low wages, 
improper home 
conditions, 
lack of 
home training and a desire for pret­ 
ty things as among the 
causes of 
their delinquency.

"A new condition exists in the ship­ 
ping and selling of oranges, one the j 
federal officials have 
never 
before ; 
had to contend with, and 
with 
no 
definite knowledge they 
are assum- • 
ing many things; one, that frozen or-1 
anges cause intestinal 
trouble 
in 
small children, and whether slightly 
frosted or frozen 
makes 
no differ­ 
ence. 
There is absolutely no way at 
present to judge a frozen orange by 
external 
examination. 
Red 
Bpots 
will sometimes show on badly frozen 
fruit. 
In cutting the fruit, discolored 
seeds will indicate freezing. 
In lem-1 
one the dark color of the seeds and 
the rapidity with which 
the 
lemon 
dries is indicative of frozen fruit. A 
badly frozen orange 
becomes bitter 
after a few days owing to the break­ 
ing down of the citric acid, but ex­ 
ternal examination, of course, cannot 
detect that.” 
Following the recent cold weather 
Mr. Bishop estimated 60 per cent of 
Orange county’s citrus crop in good 
shipping condition, 
but lf the arbi­ 
trary rulings of the government in­ 
spectors are allowed, only 5 per cent 
of the fruit will pass the Inspection, 
and at least 97 per cent of the citrus 
fruits of the state would 
be unsale­ 
able. 
Mr. Bishop said that 
for the 
last 25 years oranges in as bad con­ 
dition as most of today’s fruit had 
been shipped and found saleable and 
entirely satisfactory, 
owing to the 
fact that the freeze of former years 
was in spots and every orange grow­ 
er lived in the "frostless belt.” This 
year, with a general freeze, and tile 
publicity given, no man 
could hide 
under any subterfuge, and so all fruit 
is being condemned, regardless of its 
real condition. 
A lively 
discussion, 
followed by a demonstration of fruit, 
followed Mr. Bishop’s talk.

clared that mankind recognize two 
great facts; 
(I) that all are sinners, 
imperfect; and (2) that a just penalty, 
for sins is proper. This can be admit­ 
ted even by those who deny that the 
Bible Is inspired.

The Bible declares death to be the 
extreme penalty of the Divine Law—as 
of human law. 
Adam’s execution was 
a tragedy—IKM) years of dying. His de­ 
scendants share his condemnation. The 
death sentence would have ended our 
race, bud not Divine Mercy provided 
Jesus as our Redeemer, 
lie is to de­ 
liver mankind from bondage to deuth, 
during the Millennium. 
Meantime, this Gospel Age has been 
introduced for gathering Ills Church. 
When it is completed, the Kingdom 
will be inaugurated for blessing all 
mankind. 
Then whosoever will may 
return to full harmony with God aud 
atturn everlasting life. 
The Parable of The Sheep aud the 
Goats belongs to the Millennial Age. 
We recall the Scriptural promises that 
when Jesus shall appear in glory.

Gehenna Fire Unquenchable. 
Gehenna Is the Greek name for the 
valley outside Jerusalem, where offal 
was destroyed. 
Fires were burned 
there to kill the germs of putrefaction. 
Into that valley were cast dead dogs. 
cuts, etc., upou which worms fed. This 
picture Jesus used to Illustrate Divine 
Government in the end of His reign. 
Wilful evil-doers will perish lh the 
antitypical Gehenna—the Second Death. 
Another suggestion by the Master 
was thut hands, feet and eyes had bet­ 
ter be destroyed than that the individ­ 
ual go luto the Second Death. No one 
thinks thut the Lord meant us literally 
to cut off our hands aud feet; nor 
should we think thut He referred to lit­ 
eral hre. 
The lesson taught Is that 
everlasting life is worth any sacrifice. 
lf a sin seems as precious as a hand or

Our text declares that the goat class 
will go Into everlasting punishment. 
What is the nature' of that punish­ 
ment? The Scriptures say that “the 
wages of sin is death’’—not eternal tor­ 
ment. So the Master really said that 
the goat class will go Into the Second 
death. None will bo rescued from it in 
any manner. 
The word punishment in our text 
comes from the Greek kolaaln. In class­ 
ical Greek, kolaain means to prune, as 
to cut out dead branches from a tree. 
So Jesus really said that the goat class 
will go awuy into everlasting cutting 
off—from life—into everlasting death.
